BRis. GEN. ROBERT H. WYLIE (USA, RET.), now Port Director of the State-owned Port of San 


Francisco, is a veteran of some 22 years in Army transportation service. Born in Huntington, 
West Virginia, in 1899, he enrolled at the Virginia Military Institute and while attending there was 
commissioned a Second Lieutenant of Infantry, National Army, on Sept. 16, 1918. On July |, 1920, 
he was commissioned a Second Lieutenant in Infantry in the Regular Army. He subsequently 
attained the rank of Brigadier General in December, 1942. During his Army service, Gen. Wylie had 
two tours of duty in the San Francisco area, serving at Fort Mason and at the Mare Island Navy Yard. 
He was twice stationed in the Panama Canal Zone and at other periods in Atlanta, Ga., Baltimore, 
Md., Philadelphia, Pa., and at the Army Industrial College. He was assigned to the War Depart- 
ment general staff in Washington, in World War Il, and in 1945 was temporarily attached to the 
Operations Division of the general staff for a special mission to the Army Forces in the Pacific. 
Gen. Wylie served throughout the war as Assistant Chief of Transportation, supervising the Army's

San Francisco busy with a continuing program of postwar improvement 
that has produced a $20,000,000 array of new facilities for world trade. 
San Francisco’s famed and handsome harbor is its biggest public enterprise— 
a $120,000,000 stake in the city’s role as a hub of world commerce. 
And Port Director Robert H. Wylie will tell you without mincing words that 
the Board of State Harbor Commissioners, which supervises the state-operated 


port, is out to keep San Francisco in its 
historic place on the world’s trade lanes. 

Only a few days ago, a rambling wooden 
barricade, thrown up by a contractor 
across the center of the port’s Ferry Build- 
ing headquarters, proclaimed the start of 
perhaps the most significant phase in this 
program —a_ two-million-dollar World 
Trade Center, which promises to bring a 
new focus to San Francisco’s worldwide 
campaign for more foreign trade. 

The new international mart will take 
over the north wing of the massive Ferry 
Building when it opens early in 1956. 

It will offer a three-story, ultra-modern 
array of exhibit halls, offices, conference 
rooms, stenographic and translating facili- 
ties, reference libraries, banking services, 
consulate representation, restaurants and 














lounges, and related services for world 
traders. 

Construction of such an international 
mart has had the strong support of San 
Francisco’s business and civic groups over 
a period of years. It remained for the 
Harbor Board to bring it to the point of 
reality with financing from a new bond 
issue and a practical plan for building the 
center within the existing framework of 
the venerable Ferry Building. 

Wylie and the harbor board believe their 
new center will give San Francisco a 
stimulating “showcase” for its growing 
volume of foreign trade. 

And San Francisco’s expectations along 
this line are borne out by the most recent 
report from the U. S. Department of Com- 
merce on import-export tonnage through 
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Sketch showing how a modern three-story structure will be built inside the north wing of San 
Francisco's historic Ferry Building by the Board of State Harbor Commissioners at a cost 
of $2,000,000.

the San Francisco customs district. Two- 
way trade hit a new postwar high of 6,- 
543,781 short tons last year. 

With all the port’s rapidly changing 
waterfront, through such projects as the 
World Trade Center, one basic factor 
hasn’t changed, however, since the Board 
of Harbor Commissioners was established 
in 1863 to manage the destinies of San 
Francisco’s waterfront. 

In more than nine decades since that 
time, all of San Francisco’s port improve- 
ments have been carried out with never a 
cent of public tax cost. 

Harbor Board officials point with some 
pride to the fact that the port’s 12% miles 
of waterfront facilities are financed en- 
tirely from the port’s own revenues, or 
through self-liquidating bond issues that 
are paid off from operating income. 

One of the basic accomplishments that 
made possible today’s impressive San 
Francisco waterfront was the construction 
of a seawall in the early decades of the 
Harbor Board’s administration. 

Some 12,000 feet of seawall were con- 
structed between 1878 and 1908, to anchor 
the line of piers that were built along the 
Embarcadero in those and later years. 

More than 800 acres of land in what is 
now the heart of San Francisco’s financial 
district were filled in behind the massive 
wall as it progressed. 

All in all, some $32,000,000 in self- 
liquidating securities have been issued in 
the past 90 years to support such harbor 
projects. Many additional millions in op- 


erating revenues have been sowed back

RT OF NEW ORLEANS: The Port Com- 
mission is preparing to install truck un- 
loading facilities at the Public Grain Eleva- 
tor, it was announced by W. B. Fox, presi- 
dent of the Board of Commissioners. These 
new unloading facilities will round out the 
Public Grain Elevator for serving all forms 
of transportation for bulk grain and soy- 
beans. In the design for the new elevator 
dedicated last November, provision was 
made for these installations as soon as the 
demand required it. It was pointed out by 
Mr. Fox that the movement of grain by 
truck has become so heavy to Texas ports 
that it has brought about a reduction in rail 
rates on export grain to those ports by the 
Southwestern rail lines. Following this re- 
duction, recently approved, for Government 
grain originating in Texas, Oklahoma and 
New Mexico, there is now an appeal that 
the reduced rates apply to all grain origi- 
nating in those areas and moving through 
the Texas ports.

area and two gantry cranes at an annual 
rental of $64,200. The company will employ 
about 65 people which will increase Port 
Newark’s present $14,800,000 annual payroll 
by at least $400,000. The Lipsett Company, 
expects to ship about 200,000 tons of scrap 
metal annually in one of the biggest export 
tonnage movements ever handled at the 
New Jersey seaport. The first of these ship- 
ments will go to Argentina and to European 
amg mills operating under the Schumann 
Plan. 

Vincent A. G .O’Connor, Commissioner of 
New York City’s Department of Marine and 
Aviation, has organized a group of leading 
maritime and financial men to promote the 
Port of New York and guide its physical de- 
velopment. He serves as the vice chairman 
of the new organization—the New York City 
Council on Port Development. Mayor Robert 
Wagner is its chairman. 


Port of Norfolk: During the first quarter 
of 1954 the Port of Norfolk registered a 
slight total foreign tonnage gain over the 
first quarter of 1953, according to a state- 
ment released by the Norfolk Port Author- 
ity. Norfolk handled 2,180,039 tons of for- 
eign commerce during January-February- 
March this year, an increase of 21,676 tons 
above the first three months of 1953. Ex- 
port tonnage rose from 1,513,556 tons to 1,- 
714,489 tons. Imports dropped from 644,807 
tons to 465,550 tons, with gas oil and fuel 
oil shipments falling 193,900 tons. Imports, 
other than gas oil and fuel oil, increased 
14,643 tons. 

In the export picture, strong percentage 
gains were shown by corn (rising from 
24,974 to 58,757 tons), wheat (increasing 
from 15,199 to 39,642), soybeans (up from 
2,310 to 21,620 tons), iron and steel Scrap 
(rising from zero to 2,599 tons), machinery 
and vehicles (up from 2,244 to 7,148 tons) 
The pattern of coal exports improved also, 
with shipments rising from 1,436,471 tons to 
1,560,459 tons. Norfolk’s best customer was 
southwestern Europe, closely followed by 
northwestern and central Europe. 

On the import side, total tonnage dropped 
because of the heavy decrease in gas oil, 
distillate fuel oil and residual fuel oil ship- 
ments. However, a more-than-100 per cent 
increase was recorded in the large-tonnage 
metals category, due mainly to heavy 
chrome and manganese ore shipments 
Metals imports rose from 25,231 to 50,785 
tons. Imports in the vegetable products and 
beverages classification more than doubled 
also, rising from 9,509 to 19,735 tons. Signifi- 
cant increases were shown in animal feeds, 
soybean flour and coffee. Crude rubber and 
allied gums, and manufactured tobacco also 
registered large increases. Most of the ton- 
nage, by far, came from southern North 
America. 


Port of Oakland: J. Walter Frates, well- 
known public relations director of the Port 
of Oakland, passed away last month at the 
age of 52. A former assistant city editor of 
The Oakland Tribune, Frates was an ex- 
tremely busy figure in port activities during 
the past eight years. He was active in the 
development of Jack London Square.

Railroads In Foreign Trade 


OBERT R. YOUNG, chairman of the board 

of the New York Central, last month 
made the following announcement: “In our 
efforts to reduce the huge operating deficit of 
the Grand Central Terminal incurred in the 
handling of mail, express, baggage, com- 
muters and other passengers, we have re- 
quested certain architects and developers to 
submit to us their suggestions for the utili- 
zation of terminal air rights on which taxes 
are being paid at rates that indicate they 
are the most valuable in the world. These 
taxes constitute a substantial contributory 
factor to the current Terminal operating 
deficit of approximately $24,000,000 per an- 
num. This plan of procedure is being fol- 
lowed in the hope that by some constructive 
means the utilization of these long neglected 
air rights can enable the Terminal to pay 
its way and aid in lifting this intolerable 
burden from the backs of the Central share- 
holders. Among the organizations that have 
heen requested to consider these problems 
is the firm of Webb & Knapp. According to 
its President, William Zeckendorf, it is 
their estimate that a new building which 
would be the largest structure in the world 
containing upwards of 5,000,000 square feet 
in area could produce a return consistent 
with its cost and the value of the air rights. 
This and certain other dramatic phases of 
the Webb & Knapp suggestions are under 
consideration along with the recommenda- 


tions already in hand and invited.” ... The 
Central has announced the election of 
Thomas J. Deegan, Jr. as vice-president, 
staff, with duties as assigned by the presi- 
dent. A vice-president and director of the 
Alleghany Corporation and chairman of the 
Federation for Railway Progress, Deegan 
will continue in those capacities and in his 
new assignment assist the Central’s new 
president, Alfred E. Perlman. For eight 
years Deegan was an executive of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railway and resigned 
as a vice-president and member of the board 
last February 17. At the same time he re- 
signed as vice-president and a director of 
The Greenbrier Hotel.

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


GENERAL AGREEMENT ON TARIFFS 
AND TRADE—The ninth session of the Con- 
tracting Parties to the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade will be held in Geneva, 
Switzerland, beginning November 8, 1954. At 
this session, the Contracting Parties will re- 
view thoroughly all the provisions and the 
operations of the G.A.T.T. up to the present 
time. In his message to the Congress on 
March 30, 1954, the President stated that at 
this session the United States will sugyest 
to the other Contracting VDarties revisions 
of the substantive provisions of the Agree- 
ment to provide a simpler, stronger instru- 
ment contributing more effectively to the 
development of a workable system of world 
trade. lt must be emphasized that during 
this session no actiun will be taken with 
respect to rates of duty on individual com- 
modities. 


In preparation for this session, the U. S. 
Department of State sought the views of in- 
terested parties with respect to revisions or 
the renegotiation of the G.A.T.T. To this 
end, the Department of State held public 
hearings in Washington from September 
13th through September 17, 1954, during 
which oral presentation was made, or writ- 
ten views submitted. The most important 
sections of the G.A.T.T. which will be con- 
sidered for possible changes are: (1) Organ- 
izational provisions of G.A.T.T.; (2) Special 
treatment for underdeveloped countries (3) 
Agricultural quotas and export subsidies 
(covered in present Agreement primarily by 
G.A.T.T. Articles XI and XVI); (4) Import 
restrictions for balance-of-payments rea- 
sons (covered in present Agreement pri- 
marily by G.A.T.T. Articles XII through 
XV): (5) Provisions relating to duration of 
tarif€ concessions (Article XXVIII). Views 
may be submitted, however, on other related 
aspects of the G.A.T.T. 


TARIFF LEGISLATION—Expired Bills— 
With the adjournment of Congress on Au- 
fust 20, 1954, all bills on which action was 


not completed expired. Among these was 
the second Jenkins bill on customs simplifi- 
cation, H.R. 6584, which had been left pend- 
ing in the Senate Committee on Finance 
since it was passed by the House in July 
1953. In effect, however, only two of the 
sections of H.R. 6584 expired, i.e. those on 
customs value, and the conversion of foreign 
currency into United States dollars for cus- 
toms purposes. The third section relating to 
metal semi-manufactures sent abroad for 
further processing and returned to the 
United States is now a part of the so-called 
“Customs Simplification Act of 1954” which 
is awaiting the President's signature. Other 
bills that expired are H.R. 8352 which pro- 
posed to increase the amount of duty-free 
articles brought from abroad by United 
States residents; about ten bills proposing 
to impose a duty of 35% ad valorem on 
shrimps; H.R. 8237 which proposed to add 
rigid specifications in the Tariff Act for 
“waterproof cloth” (although the classifica- 
tion of such cloth under par. 907 is now 
being reconsidered by the Bureau of Cus- 
toms); and literally hundreds of other bills 
proposing changes in duty or customs pro- 
cedure, most of them highly protectionist. 
If their sponsors want to have them enacted 
into law, they must introduce them as new 
bills in the next Congress. 

WOOD DOWELS—One bill signed by the 
President. H.R. 2763, now Public Law 6595, 
83rd Congress. This makes a specific provi- 
sion for wood dowels in par. 401, and on the 
free list in par. 1803, and also amends par. 
1615(a), relating to products of the United 
States which are returned to the United 
States after having been exported. 

FLAMMABLE FABRICS ACT—The Presi- 
dent has signed S. 3379 which amends the 
Flammable Fabrics Act. This amendment 
reduces the burning time of textiles subject 
to the Act and which are free from nap, pile, 
tufting, flock, or other type of raised fiber 
surface from 4 to 3% seconds.

DYED HOG BRISTLES—tThe Foreign As- 
sets Control of the U. S. Department of the 
Treasury has announced that certificates of 
origin issued by the Ministry of Trade and 
Industry of the Government of Israel are 
available as of August 18, 1954, for the im- 
portation of dyed hog bristles into the 
United States directly, or on a through bill 
of lading, from Israel. 

CASSIA—Can no longer be imported from 
Indochina without a license from the For- 
eign Assets Control of the U. S. Treasury 
Department. F.A.C. amended its regulations 
effective August 26, 1954, to delete the “As- 
sociated States of Cambodia, Laos, and Viet- 
nam (formerly known as Indo-China)” from 
the list of “Exceptions,” that is countries 
from which cassia could be imported di- 
rectly into the United States without a li- 
cense. Accordingly, effective August 26, 
1954, under the F.A.C, regulations, no person 
or firm subject to the jurisdiction of the 


TARIFF CLASSIFICATION 


President Eisenhower recently signed H.R. 
10009, the “Customs Simplification Act of 
1954.” Among other things, this new law di- 
rects the United States Tariff Commission to 
undertake a complete study of all classifica- 
tions for the purpose of compiling a sug- 
gested revision of the present tariff sched- 
ules, the Internal Revenue Code and other 
laws which will be more logical and up to 
date in their arrangement, and which will 
also simplify the determination and appli- 
cation of tariff classifications. Incidentally, 
such a study was first advocated by our or- 
ganization a few years ago. 

The Tariff Commission is required to com- 
plete this study within two years, but is to 
report to the Congress and the President 
by March 15, 1955, as to the progress made 
and the problems that have developed. In 
this interim report, the Commission will 
suggest standards and methods which might 
be adopted for a simplification of existing 
tariff schedules without significant changes 
in protective tariff levels. The Commission 
promptly issued an announcement of this 
new study, and invited importers and other 
interested parties to submit suggestions for

(Note: Indonesia remains the sole 
country on the list of “Exceptions” for cas- 
sia, and consequently cassia may continue to 
be imported directly from Indonesia without 
a license from F.A.C.) 

JEWELRY—Effective August 26, 1954, 
semiprecious stones and manufactures 
thereof including jewelry cannot be im- 
ported into the United States from or 
through Hong Kong, Macao, the Soviet Un- 
ion, and its satellites (including Czecho- 
slovakia, East Germany, Hungary, Poland, 
Roumania, Communist China and North Ko- 
rea) without a license from Foreign Assets 
Control of the U. S. Treasury Department. 
Up to the above date, this prohibition ap- 
plied to semiprecious stones and manufac- 
tures thereof excluding jewelry.

TAX CONVENTION BETWEEN THE 


U. 8S. & GERMANY 


On August 20, 1954, the Senate adopted a 
resolution of ratification of the “Convention 
on Double Taxation with the Federal Re- 
public of Germany.” Text of the Convention 
is available upon request. This now requires 
approval by the Bundestag. If approved and 
instruments of ratification are exchanged 
between the two Governments before De- 
cember 3lst this year, the effective date of 
the Convention will be January 1, 1954. 


TAXATION OF INCOME DERIVED 


FROM FOREIGN SOURCES 


The “Internal Revenue Code of 1954” (P. 
L. 591, 83rd Congress) contains a number of 
provisions affecting taxation of income from 
foreign and international trade and busi- 
ness. The pertinent excerpts are available 
upon request. 

The major innovation proposed when the 
law was being considered by Congress, 
namely the 14-point tax differential for 
certain income from foreign sources, is not 
included in the law as enacted. In general, 
the sections of the Internal Revenue Code 
of 1954 affecting income from foreign busi- 
ness are similar to those provisions on the 
same subject in the Revenue Code of 1939, 
the controlling law before the enactment of 
the 1954 Code.

REVISION OF GATT 


The Council has urged revision of certain 
of the commercial policy provisions of GATT 
in a statement sent to the Chairman of the 
“United States Delegation to the Ninth Ses- 
sion of the GATT”, which session will un- 
dertake a review and renegotiation of the 
general provisions of the Agreement. The 
provisions referred to are those relating to 
preferences and discriminations, general 
waiver of obligations, quantitative import 
restrictions, subsidies, and determination of 
value for the application of anti-dumping 
duties. The Council statement held that 
these provisions, in their present form, seri- 
ously impair, if they do not entirely nullify, 
efforts to achieve the objective of reducing 
excessive barriers and eliminating discrim- 
inations in international trade. The state- 
ment is available on request.

Revisions in the Positive List (§ 399.1) 


INTERNATIONAL MAIL 


RUMANIA—Information has been received from the Post Office Department, Wash- 
ington, D. C., which prohibits the acceptance of merchandise to Rumania in the letter 
mails or small packets. Therefore, merchandise for Rumania will be accepted only if 
mailed as parcel post. 

SPANISH WEST AFRICA—The following changes in the mail service to Spanish 
West Africa (Spanish Sahara and the Territory of Ifni): Articles in the Postal Union 
mails will be accepted for special delivery service when prepaid the appropriate fee. 
Small packets are now acceptable for mailing. 

LEEWARD ISLANDS—The Postal Administration of the Leeward Islands advises 
that Postal Union articles cannot be withdrawn from the mails or the address changed 
by the senders in the United States or in the Leeward Islands when the articles have 
already been dispatched to either destination. 

NEW ZEALAND—Prepared meat products, including meat pastes and preserved or 
dried meat are prohibited in the Postal Union mails and parcel post to New Zealand. 

BELGIUM—Horse meat, prepared or preserved, is prohibited by parcel post or in 
the Postal Union mail. 

New or used postage stamps are admitted only in the Postal Union mail. 

BRITISH GUIANA—Antibiotic medicines when sent to British Guiana require a 
license issued by the Medical Board of the Colony, which has to be obtained by the 
addressee. 

CUBA—Effective August 1, 1954, the air mail rate for letters and letter packages 
addressed to Cuba was increased to 10 cents for each half ounce or fraction thereof. 
The rate for single post cards by air is 10 cents each. 

RUMANIA—Senders of gift parcels must prepare a detailed list of the contents in 
duplicate for each parcel, separate from the customs declaration. One copy must be 
pasted to the wrapper of the parcel, and the other, folded if necessary, attached by a 
paper clip or staple to the customs declaration and dispatch note. 

COLOMBIA—The Postal Administration of Colombia requires that every commercial 
shipment of books or periodicals must be covered by a commercial invoice which may 
either accompany the shipment or be sent under separate cover to the addressee. If 
the value does not exceed 50 Colombian pesos (about $25.65), the sender must add to 
the commercial invoice a declaration of origin of the books or peridicals, in Spanish. 
The commercial invoice must also specify the kind and number of items contained in 
the shipment, the value of each item, number of packages and weight thereof and for 
registered packages, the registration numbers must also be shown. A copy of each 
commercial invoice must be sent by the mailer direct to the Colombian post office to 
which the shipment is addressed, preferably by air mail. 

The address label of each package must show the number of items contained therein, 
their weight, and the number of packages comprising the shipment. If any of the above 
formalities are omitted, the packages of books or periodicals will be returned from 
Colombia as undeliverable. 

IRAN—Articles in the Postal Union mails other than letters, letter packages and 
post cards, are accepted for air mail dispatch to Iran; parcel post packages are also 
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INTERNATIONAL MAIL—U. 8S. DEPT. OF COMMERCE—Continued 


accepted for air dispatch. The air mail rate applicable for articles in the Postal Union 
mails other than letters, letter packages and post cards is 56 cents for the first 2 ounces 
or fraction, and 35 cents for each additional 2 ounces or fraction. The air parcel post 
rate is $1.47 for the first 4 ounces or fraction, and 72 cents for each additional 4 ounces 
or fraction. The weight limit for parcel post is 44 pounds. 

AUSTRIA—Insurance for parcel post packages has been instituted to Austria. This 
service is applicable to both surface and air parcels. The fees applicable to insured 
parcels for Austria are in addition to the regular parcel post rates. 

RUMANIA—AIll parcels for Rumania must comply with the following restrictions: 

No parcel may exceed 4 pounds 6 ounces in gross weight, and only one such parcel 
may be received by one addressee per month. Each parcel must be mailed by an 
individual, as the Rumania authorities will not admit parcels mailed by or on behalf of 
commercial firms or organizations of any kind. The sender must prepare a detailed list 
of the contents in duplicate for each parcel, separate from the customs declaration, 
One copy must be pasted to the wrapper of the parcel, and the other, folded, if necessary, 
attached by a paper clip or staple to the customs declaration and dispatch note. Parcels 
containing used clothing must be accompanied by a certificate of disinfection. The 
contents of gift parcels, which must be for the addressee’s personal use, are limited 
to the items and quantities of each shown in a list furnished by all post offices. 


EXPORT CONTROLS RELAXED ON MANY COMMODITIES 


Exporters now may ship more than 650 additional commodities to most countries 
without applying for individual export licenses, according to the Bureau of Foreign 
Commerce, U. S. Department of Commerce. 

BFC'’s new Positive List of Commodities will contain 787 entries compared to a 
total of 1,450 entries previously listed. Items removed from the Positive List, effective 
August 26, include many rubber, petroleum, steel, and mineral products; ores and metals 
and manufactures; industrial, electrical, construction, and agriculturai machinery; 
machine tools; motor vehicles; chemicals; medicinals; and scientific and professional 
instruments. 

Individual export licenses will continue to be required for shipments to Hong Kong, 
Macao, the Hanoi-Haiphong Enclave and the communist-controlled area of Indochina, 
and the Soviet bloc. Shipments to other countries may be made under general license 
GRO without prior application to BFC. These relaxations do not apply to the _ total 
embargo against shipments from the United States to communist China and North 
Korea, which continues in effect. 

BFC also announced that, effective September 7, approximately 30 commodities, 
including certain steam engines, coal-tar products, industrial machinery, and chemicals, 
are added to the Positive List. Some of these commodities require validated licenses 
for shipment to any destination except Canada: others reauire individual export licenses 
only for shipment to countries outside the Western Hemisphere. 


TRANSPORT POLICY & ORGANIZATION COMMITTEE 


Secretary of Commerce Sinclair Weeks has announced the appointment of a Working

The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced that United States 
exports of domestic and foreign merchandise decreased from $1,473.7 million in June 
to $1,289.8 million in July. During the same period, general imports declined from $945.0 
to $831.3 million. July exports were about 5% below the July 1953 total of $1,358.4 million 
and 2% below the 1953 monthly average of $1,314.9 million, July imports were approxi- 
mately 9% below both the July 1953 total of $907.9 million and the 1953 monthly average of 
$906.1 million. M.S.P. (military) exports decreased from $359.3 million in June to $267.6 
million in July. ; 

During the first seven months of 1954, exports, including MSP (military) shipments, 
were valued at $8,985.8 million, or approximately 5% below the comparable 1953 seven 
month total of $9,471.8 million. M.S.P. (military) exports amounted to $1,615.4 million 
during the first seven months of 19e4. totaling $750.3 million less than shipments valued 
at $2,365.7 million during the first seven months of 1953. With M.S.P. (military) shipments 
excluded, exports during the first seven months of 1954 were valued at $7,370.4 million, 
or about 4% above the comparable 1953 seven month total of $7,106.1 million. Imports 
during the first seven months of 1954 totaled $6,052.5 million, and were at a level about 
7% below the 1953 seven month value of $6,539.0 million. [F.T. 900.]

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—TOBACCO PRODUCTS TO WHICH 
INTERNAL REVENUE STAMPS HAVE BEEN AFFIXED AND 
CANCELLED IN A FOREIGN COUNTRY 


Under the provisions of Internal Revenue Regulations No. 8, as amended, an importer 
may purchase United States internal-revenue stamps for cigars, cigarettes, tobacco, or 
snuff for forwarding to a manufacturer in a foreign country for affixture to packages of 
such tobacco products and cancellation before exportation of the products to the United 
States, provided the government of such foreign country permits its revenue stamps to 
be affixed in the United States to similar tobacco products manufactured in this country 
and imported into such foreign country. 

In order to permit a reduction in the number of packages of such tobacco products 
required to be examined by the United States customs, and with the concurrence of the 
Internal Revenue Service, sections 11.1 (a), (b), and (ce) and 11.2 (a) of the Customs 
Regulations are amended as follows: 


Page 12098 
Section 11.1 is amended as follows: 
The following sentence is added at the end of paragraph (n): 

However, if the invoice and entry presented for such articles show that the proper 
internal-revenue stamps required to denote payment of tax have been affixed to the 
containers of such articles and canceled abroad, and also specify the number of con- 
tainers of each size (based upon the number of cigars or cigarettes therein) and the 
number of stamps of each class and denomination affixed to such containers, the collector 
may permit deposit of less than the entire importation for examination. [T.D. 53548.] 

The first sentence of paragraph (b) is amended by changing the period at the end 
thereof to a comma and adding: 
unless such stamp shall have been affixed and canceled abroad as provided for by regu- 
lations of the Internal Revenue Service. [T.D. 53548.]

If the invoice and entry presented for such imported tobacco or snuff show that the 
proper internal-revenue stamps required to denote payment of the tax have been affixed 
to the containers of such articles and canceled abroad, and also specify the number of 
containers of each size (based on the net weight of the tobacco or snuff contained 
therein) and the number of stamps of each class and denomination affixed to such 
containers, the collector may permit deposit of less than the entire importation for 
examination. [T.D.53548.]

UNCONDITIONALLY FREE MERCHANDISE AND AMERICAN 
GOODS RETURNED 

In order to simplify the requirements for the clearance through customs of shipments 
of merchandise valued at not over $250 and unconditionally free of duty, vessel stores 
and equipment of American origin, and articles having a total value of not more than 
$250 in any shipment which are unquestionably of domestic origin and do not appear to 
huve been advanced in value or improved in condition while abroad when there is nothing 
to indicate that duty is collectible thereon because of an allowance of customs drawback 
or because of an internal-revenue tax on like articles of foreign origin, the following 
amendments are made to the Customs Regulations.

Section 5.1 (b) is amended as follows: 

The following matter is substituted for the first sentence: 

Except as otherwise specifically provided for in this paragraph or as may be spe- 
cially authorized by the Bureau, the manifest shall be filed in original only.

(e) Entry of nonconsumable stores and equipment of a vessel may be made under 
paragraph 1615(a) on customs Form 3311, in duplicate, executed by the importer and 
supported by proper evidence of the right to make entry where there is no question 
that the articles are of domestic origin, and it satisfactorily appears that they have 
not been improved in condition or advanced in value while abroad; that no customs 
drawback has been or will be paid on them, and that duty is not payable thereon 
because of an internal-revenue tax. No declaration or invoice of a foreign shipper on 
foreign service Form 129 or 138 and no certificate of exportation is required in con- 
nection with an entry on customs Form 3311. In satisfying himself that no customs 
drawback was allowed on the articles in connection with their removal from the United 
States, the customs officer may accept the written declaration of the master or other 
person having knowledge of the facts showing that the articles left this country on a 
vessel of the United States or a vessel operated by the United States Government as 
stores or equipment thereof and that they were not landed in a foreign country except 
for any needed repairs, adjustments, or refilling and return to the vessel from which 
landed or for transshipment to another vessel as stores or equipment thereof. Such 
declaration may be made on the reverse side of the entry on customs Form 3311. The 
entrant shall show on customs Form 3311 the name of the importing vessel, the date 
of its arrival, and the values of the articles. [T.D.53557.] 

(f) When the total value of articles of claimed American origin contained in any 
shipment does not exceed $250 and the articles are found to be unquestionable of do- 
mestic origin and do not appear to have been advanced in value or improved in condition 
while abroad and no quota is involved, free entry thereof may be made under paragraph 
1615(a) on customs Form 3311, executed by the importer and filed in duplicate, without 
regard to the requirement of a certificate of exportation or evidence of similar purport, 
unless the customs officer has reason to believe that customs drawback or exemption 
from internal-revenue tax, or both, were probably allowed on exportation of the articles 
or that they are otherwise subject to duty. The entrant shall show on customs Form 
3311 the name of the importing conveyance, the date of its arrival, the name of the 
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country from which the articles were returned to the United States, and the values of 
the articles. The entrant shall also produce evidence of his right to make entry. If the 
customs officer is not entirely certain as to the domestic origin of articles entered under 
this paragraph by a nominal consignee, the actual owner or ultimate consignee thereof 
may be required to execute a customs Form 3311. (Sec. 201 (Par. 1615), 46 Stat. 674, 
as amended; 19 U. S. C.1201 (Par. 1616).) [(T.D.53557.]

Sweeney, C. J.: The plaintiff moves for summary judgment in this action brought by it 
under the provisions of section 1564 of the Tariff Act of 1930, 19 U. 8. C. A., $1001 et seq., to 
recover jrom the defendant the sum of Seven Hundred Seventeen Dollars ($717.00), represent- 
ing in the main freight charges on a shipment of Mezican cantaloupes imported into this 
country by Associated Fruit Distributors, Incorporated, of Los Angeles, California, and trans- 
ported by the plaintiff as destination carrier to the Boston consignee, one Sawyer & Co., Inc. 

Since there are no disputed facts, the Court will also cousider the case on the merits. 
Ultimately, these cantaloupes were abandoned to the Government under section 1506(1) of the 
Variff Act, and sold by it at auction for One Thousand Four Hundred Dollars ($1,400.00). 
Since the plaintiff was allegedly unable to collect its freight charges on the shipment from 
either the cousignor or consignee (the latter had refused to accept the shipment on arrival 
aud disclaimed any beneficial interest therein), it claims they should be paid jrom the proceeds 
of the sale under the terms of section 1564. 

The facts in this case show the following chronology of events leading up to the present 
coutroversy. Car PFE containing 288 crates of cantaloupes entered the United States under 
an intransit customs entry certifying to the Collector of Customs at Boston that E. Sidney 
Stockwell Co. (hereinafter referred to as Stockwell), was the agent of the owner, Sawyer € Co.,

On May 2, 1952, the car arrived at Boston, Massachusetts, and the plaintiff duly notified 
Sawyer of its arrival. The carrier then filed its certificate and release order granting authority 
to the Collector of Customs to release the lading to Stockwell. Thereafter, on request of 
Stockwell, the Collector permitted immediate entry of the car under section 1448 (b) of the 
Act, a bond having been posted by Stockwell for payment of cus‘oms duties to be assessed 
thereafter. 

On May 6, 1952, Stockwell made formal entry of the goods, but later on the same day after 
it received notice from Sawyer that the latter refused to accept delivery, Stockwell stripped itself 
oj} any interest in the goods by filing an application to abandon with the Collector which was. 
approved as of the same date. This action was undoubtedly taken by Stockwell in order to obtain 
a release of its obligation under the bond posted by it to cover the consumption entry. Sawyer 
also notified the plaintiff on the same day that it refused to accept delivery, but whether this 
notification came before or after the abandonment was completed, is not clear from the facts. 
The plaintiff immediately notified the shipper of the consignee’s refusal to accept delivery and 
requested instructions. On the following day, May 7, 1952, the shipper advised the plaintiff that 
it was abondoning the car to the plaintiff for freight charges. 

On May 7, 1952, the cantaloupes were sold to the highest bidder and on the same day the 
plaintiff filed with the Collector a notice of lien for its freight charges on the shipment, seeking 
to secure payment thereof from the proceeds of sale under section 1564 of the Tariff Act. 

The plaintiff made demand on the United States for payment of its freight charges, the 
latter refusing payment by virtue of Customs Regulation No. 8.25 (d). The plaintiff claims that 
on the unique facts of this case, especially the rapid-fire succession of events on May 6, 1952, it 
was unable to file notice of lien prior to abandonment, but that in any case, section 1564 allows 
it to file notice of lien at any time whether before or after abandonment, and any regulation of 
the Secretary of the Treasury limiting a carrier to a filing before abandonment is invalid as in 
conflict with this section. 

Piainly under the facts of this case, there was an abandonment and sale of goods prior to a 
filing by the carrier of a notice of lien and its acceptance by the Collector. Customs Regulation 
No. 8.25 (d) specifies in such a case that the filing of lien by the carrier was untimely and that its 
acceptance by the Collector was unauthorized. Therefore, the single question open for considera- 
tion is whether Regulation 8.25 (d) is a valid regulation, lawfully promulgated by the Secretary 
under his rule-making authority contained in section 1624 of the Act. 

The plaintiff argues for its invalidity specifically on the grounds that it controverts section 
1564 in taking away valid rights granted to a carrier by the provisions of this section. 

Section 1564 and Regulation 8.25 (d) read in pertinent part as follows: 

“Section 1564—Whenever a Collector of Customs shall be notified in writing of the existence 
of a lien for freight * * * upon any imported merchandise sent to the appraiser’s store for 
examination, entered for warehousing or taken possession of by him, he shall refuse to permit 
delivery thereof from public store or bonded warehouse until proof shall be produced that the 
said lien has been satisfied or discharged. * * * If merchandise, regarding which such notice of 
lien has been filed, shall be forfeited or abandoned and sold, the freight * * * due thereon shall 
be paid from the proceeds of such sale in the same manner as other lawful charges and expenses 
are paid therefrom.” 

“Regulation 8.25 (d)—No notice of lien against goods shall be accepted by the Collector 
after their forfeiture under any provision of law; nor after they are sold pursuant to section 491 
or 559, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, nor after customs release; nor, in the case of goods' 
abandoned to the Government under section 506 (1) or 563 (b) Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, 
after the receipt and acceptance of the notice of abandonment. Any notice of lien received there- 
after shall be returned with a statement thereon as to the reason for rejection. The acceptance of 
any notice of lien shall not in any manner affect the order of disposition and accounting for the 
proceeds of sales of forfeited and abandoned property provided for in section 15.6, 20.6, and 28.20.” 

As mentioned above, the plaintiff gives a reading to section 1564 which allows for a filing 
of notice of lien at any time subsequent to abandonment and sale, i. e., whenever a Collector of 
Customs shall be notified in writing of the existence of a lien for freight, the freight shall be 
paid from the proceeds of sale of merchandise abandoned and sold (under the provisions of section 
1506 as here, or any of the other provisions of the Act relating to abandonment and forfeiture). 

This is not the construction which we give to this section. The section as a whole relates to 
the filing of liens by carriers for their freight charges, and its general intent is that such liens 
be recognized and protected. However, by its terms such recognition and protection is afforded 
in two different ways under two different sets of circumstances. The first situation relates to 
the case where merchandise in the custody of the Collector is sought to be withdrawn prior to 
the satisfaction of a carrier’s lien for freight. Under such circumstances where a notice of lien 
has been filed, the Collector is required to refuse to permit delivery until he is satisfied that the 
lien has been discharged. The second situation cemprehended by the statute provides for the 
payment of an outstanding lien from the proceeds of the sale of abandoned or forfeited merchan- 
dise. As we read the statute, the words of the first sentence “whenever a Collector of Customs 
shall be notified in writing of the existence of a lien for freight * * *” apply to merchandise,

which as of the time of filing of lien is in the custody of the Collector and not to proceeds of 
merchandise already sold as abandoned or forfeited. 

It is to be noted that the last sentence of section 1564 reads “* * * if merchandise regarding 
which such notice of lien has been filed, shall be forfeited or abandoned and sold * * *” It would 
not be an unreasonable construction of this section to hold that the use of the underscored words 
“has been filed” and “shall be forfeited” requires that notice of lien be filed previous to forfeiture 
or abandonment. This is not inconsistent with North German Lloyd v. Elting, 96 F. 2d 48, as in 
that case the lien was filed after seizure, but before forfeiture. Consequently, the Secretary’s 
action in promulgation of Regulation 8.25 (d) as it relates to goods abandoned under section 1506 
would be entirely consistent with the statute. 

However, even if this construction is incorrect, at the very least we can say that Congress, 
while providing the right to file liens for freight, has remained silent as to the time within which 
it must be perfected. Does it follow that by its silence on this score Congress intended that such 
a right remain in force for an indefinite period of time, or is it more reasonable to believe it 
was intended that this be a field in which the Secretary of Treasury might act under the rule- 
making power given to him in section 1624 of the Act? 

Certainly, the Government could never settle its accounts on transactions of this nature with 
any degree of certainty or finality if it were required to honor liens for freight whenever filed, 
no matter how long it be after abandonment and sale of merchandise. Considerations of this 
nature persuade me that the Secretary, in promulgating Regulation 8.25, operated precisely in 
an area in which Congress had intended him to, when it granted to him the power ‘‘to make such 
rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry out the provisions of this title.”’ Section 1624, 
Title 19, U. 8. C. A. 

The plaintiff argues that from the scheme of the whole statute, especially the many provisions 
therein relating to abandonment and forfeiture, sections 1491, 1498, 1506 (d), 1559, 1563 (b) 
and 16138, 19 U. 8S. C. A., there is manifest a general intent of Congress to protect carriers’ liens, 
and to see that they are satisfied from proceeds of sales of abandoned or forfeited merchaniise. 
This is true. However, in my view the Secretary, in regulating the time for filing liens, has not 
in any way defeated or abridged these rights. He has merely set a time within which they must 
be perfected. It is not unreasonable that the customs officials should have notice of all charges 
against proceeds of sale of forfeitured or abandoned merchandise prior to the actual date of 
sale. The carrier could protect itself by automatically filing notice of lien in cases where payment 
of its freight charges has not been assured prior to release. In shipments where it has no such 
assurance it would otherwise stand the risk that the merchandise, once out of its possession, 
would no longer serve as security for the satisfaction of its freight charges. We recognize the 
hardship of this case and we feel that the plaintiff should have been given adequate advance 
notice of intent to abandon. However, blame for this cannot be fastened on to the defendent here. 

Conclusion of Law—From the foregoing, I conclude and rule that Customs Regulation 8.25 
(d) is valid and lawful, even as applied to the hard facts of this case, and that under its terms 
the Collector of Customs was without authority of law to authorize the acceptance of the plaintiff 
carrier’s lien filed after the abandonment of the 288 crates of cantaloupes. 

, The plaintiff's Motion for Summary Judgment is denied, and judgment must go for the 
defendant. 
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CUSTOMS DRAWBACK 


Note.—In general Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 or 100 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
the custody or contro] of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation within 
a period of three years. Drawback is also allowable upon t’1e exportation of articles 
manufactured or produced in the United States with the use of imported merchandise 
meats cured with imported salts; flavoring extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations 
manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol on which internal 
revenue tax has been psid; supplies fo. vessels manufactured or produced with the use 
of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on which processing or 





excise tax has been paid.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That paragraph 1580 (e) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, is 
amended by adding at the end thereof the following: “For the purposes of this paragraph and 
any existing or future proclamation of the President relating thereto, footwear of which a major 
portion, in area, of the basic wearing surface of the outer soles (that part of the article, not 
including the heel, that is designed to be the basic wearing surface and to resist wear on contact 
with any surface) is composed of india rubber or any substitute for rubber, or both, shall_be 
deemed to have soles wholly or in chief value of india rubber or substitutes for rubber.” The 
foregoing amendment shall enter into force as soon as practicable, on a date to be sp cified by 
the President in a notice to the Secretary of the Treasury following such negotiations as may 
be necessary to effect a modification or termination of any international obligations of the United 
States with which the amendment might conflict, but in any event not later than one hundred 
and eighty days after the passage of this Act. (Public Law No. 479—S83rd Congress, Approved

RATES OF DUTY INCREASED ON WATCH MOVEMENTS 
There was published on Page 614, September issue the Presidential Proclamation No 
3062 of July 27, 1954, in which the President modified the rates of duty applicable te 
articles classifiable under paragraph 367 (a), Tariff Act of 1930. The new rates of duty 
are applicable to such articles exported to the United States on or after July 28, 1954, 
and such articles exported before that date but entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, 
for consumption on or after August 27, 1954. [T.D. 53551.] 


FOREIGN CURRENCY—URUGUAYAN PESO 
Certification of rates of exchange for the Uruguayan peso has been omitted from the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York daily certification letter since December 7, 1953 (T.D. 
53392). Listing of the Uruguayan peso in the Bank's daily letter as “temporarily omitted” 
was discontinued as of August 9, 1954 (T. D. 53555). The Bureau understands that hence- 
forth rates for the Uruguayan peso will be certified on a weekly basis as in the case of 
the Italian lira and the Danish krone. Such rates will be published in the weekly Treas- 
ury Decisions as soon as practicable after they become available. 

Prior to December 7, 1953, the Bank had certified five rates for the Uruguayan peso. 
The Bureau understands that until further notice, for dates commencing with December 
7, 1953, six rates will be certified, five special export rates designated “(1)”, “(2)”, “(3)”, 
“(5)”, and “(6)” and a free rate designated “Free.” For dates from December 7, 1953 to 
July 30, 1954, inclusive, the Bank has certified such rates, all characterized as “nominal,” 
which were published in T.D. 53562.

In accordance with this requirement, the Commission has 
issued a public notice inviting importers and other interested parties to submit to it 
suggestions for the simplification of these tariff schedules.

AIRCRAFT IN FOREIGN TRADE 


Supplies and equipment for aircraft of foreign registry.—In Accordance with section 
309 (d) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, and section 3451 of the Internal Kev enue 
Code, the Secretary of Commerce has fouxud and has advised the Secretary of the Treasury 
that Japan allows privileges to aircraft registered in the United States and engaged it 
foreign trade substantialiy reciprocal to the privileges provided for in sections 309 (a) 
and 317 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, and section 3451 of the Internal Revenue 
Code. The same privileges are therefore hereby extended to aircraft registered in Japan.

PUBLIC STORES 

Space at an airport used as a public store without cost to the Government—storage.— 
When the Government does not own certain premises, it is not required to formally lease 
them in order to bring them within the definition of a public store set forth in section 
561, Tarift Act of 1930. ; 

When unentered merchandise is placed in general order at an airport in a room fur- 
nished the Customs Service for official use without cost in accordance with section 6.14 (e), 
Customs Regulations, as amended by T. D. 53407, the collector is required to collect storage 
on such merchandise in view of the provisions of section 560 of the Tariff Act of 1930 
(see section 19.7 (a), Customs Regulations), unless the airport owner or operator collects 
storage from the owner or representative of the merchandise deposited therein at rates not 
less than the charges for storage made at such port of entry by commercial concerns fo: 
the storage of merchandise. 

So far as this ruling involves a change of practice at any port, it sHall be effective 
only as to storage time after Sept. 12, 1953.

“In accordance with information contained in Hong Kong Cable 486 of September 7, 
1954, collectors of customs are requested, notwithstanding section 500.808 of the Foreign 
Assets Control Regulations and any previous instructions, not to allow any entry for 
consumption ofr warehouse withdrawal for consumption of any shipment of water chest- 
nuts from Hong Kong regardless of whether such shipment is accompanied by an ap- 
propriate Hong Kong Certificate of Origin. Importers should be advised that with re- 
spect to any importations of water chestnuts covered by Hong Kong Certificates of 
Origin. (Comprehensive) they may file application with the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York on Form TFAC-1 in duplicate. Such application should include the quantity 
and description of the merchandise, the name of the seller and the Shipper, the name of 
the vessel, the date of shipment from Hong Kong and the number and date of the issuance 
of the Certificate of Origin (Comprehensive).”

Upon application of the Coconut Growers Association of Rio Grande and Loiza,

INVESTIGATION UNDER SECTION 332 OF THE TARIFF ACT OF 1930

1954, instituted an investigation under the provisions of section 332 of the Tariff Act of 
1930, as amended, of the domestic fluorspar industry.

Accordingly, public hearings in connection 
with the subject matter of the investigation will be held beginning October 19, 1954, at 
10:00 a.m., E.S.T., in the Hearing Room of the Tariff Commission, 8th and E Streets, N.W., 
Washington, D. C. 

Request to appear at the hearings. All interested parties desiring to appear and be 
heard at the hearings should notify the Secretary of the Commission, in writing, at its 
office in Washington, D. C., in advance of the hearings.

Simultaneously with a return to peace 
time trade in 1946, the port went into 
Phase One of its current modernization. 

Today’s major products of this program 
are (1) Six-million-dollar Mission Rock 
Terminal, a 29-acre quay-type facility that 
ranks as the Pacific Coast’s largest over- 
water pier.

and receive briefs from any interested person, partnership, or corporation at dates and 
places to be announced later. 

These hearings will be held during a recess in consultations between the two Delega- 
tions. The consultations, which are expected to begin in Washington in a few weeks, 
will cover all aspects of the 1946 Agreement and any related matters, including partic- 
ularly tariff arrangements, parity treatment, and currency provisions. 

The 1946 Agreement is based on the “Philippine Trade Act of 1946,” (Public Law 371 
of the 79th U. S. Congress). A continuation through December 31, 1955, of the reciprocal 
free trade provisions of the Agreement was recently approved by the two Congresses 
(Public Law 474 of the 83rd U. S. Congress) to permit time for the consultations and 
negotiations to which this notice refers. 


RENEGOTIATION OF TARIFF CONCESSION GRANTED BY CUBA ON 
STEEL REINFORCING BARS IN GATT 


The Government of Cuba has requested renegotiation of the concession granted the 
United States on steel reinforcing bars in the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade in 
1947. The Contracting Parties to that Agreement, including the United States, have 
agreed to this renegotiation, in accordance with the understanding reached by the Con- 
tracting Parties at their Eighth Session that they would give sympathetic consideration 
to requests for renegotiation under exceptional circumstances. 

The purpose of the Cuban Government, in requesting the renegotiation is to obtain 
a modification in the concession which it granted on “rolled steel rods, plain or corrugated 
for construction purposes,” that is, steel reinforcing bars, under item 36-B of Part II 
of the Cuban Schedule IX of the General Agreement. Item 36-B covers also other prod- 
ucts, but the renegotiation will be confined to the reinforcing bars. The rate of duty 
applicable to imports into Cuba of reinforcing bars from the United States is at present 
0.30 pesos ($0.30) per 100 kilograms. 

In the course of the renegotiation, the United States may request compensation in 
the form of other concessions by Cuba in return for agreement to the modification of the 
concession on steel reinforcing bars. The possible compensatory concessions may include 
new concessions on products not now in the Cuban schedule of concessions or additional 
concessions on products already in such schedule. Should modifications in the schedule 
of Cuban tariff concessions be agreed upon during the renegotiaticns, they would have 
to receive final approval of all the Contracting Parties to the General Agreement.

traffic control, military railway, highway transport, and water transport services throughout the 
U. S. His direction of water transport included supervision of operations of ports of embarkation 
and coordnation of military shipping operations in ports and harbors over the world. Placed on 
the Army's retired list at his own request in 1947, Gen. Wylie in January, 1947, assumed the position 
of Port Director for the Board of State Harbor Commissioners for the Port of San Francisco. 
Along with his service as Port Director, Gen. Wylie is active in the Propeller Club of the U. S. 
and the Merchant Marine Committee of the San Francisco Chamber of Commerce. He has 
served as consultant to the National Security Resources Board and the Defense Transport Adminis- 
tration, and as a director and executive committee member of the Pacific Coast Association of 
Port Authorities and the American Association of Port Authorities. He is a past director of the 
Marine Exchange, Inc., of San Francisco, which in 1950 named him as “Shipping Man of the Year." 
He is a past president of the California Association of Port Authorities, and in September, 1953, 
was elected President of the American Association of Port Authorities.

PORT ACTIVITIES—Continued from 


Ports of Wilmington and Morehead City: 
The North Carolina State Ports Authority's 
deep water ports at Wilmington and More- 
head City are progressing steadily. The 
outlook for future growth and development 
appears favorable, it is reported. The pros- 
pect for immediate progress in gaining a 
greater volume of traffic through the State 
Ports will be considerably brighter when 
plans are developed for construction of ad- 
ditional facilities. Tnese facilities will at- 
tract an increased volume of certain com- 
modities through both Morehead City and 
Wilmington. A group of North Carolina’s 
largest tobacco dealers are organizing to 
promote increased exportation of tobacco 
through the Port of Morehead City. The 
essential service provided at Morehead City 
for the movement of tobacco through its 
port is proving to be an economical move 
for those exporters who previously shipped 
through ports which were greater dis- 
tances from their redrying plants. 

At the Wilmington Port, on the Cape 
Fear River, the newly completed $115,000- 
fumigating plant is now prepared to ac- 
commodate the users of cotton, tobacco, 
seeds and other commodities. The fumigat- 
ing plant has two chambers of 7,225 cubic 
feet each, and is equipped for HCN and 
methyl bromide. This plant is described by 


page 688 


experts as possibly the most modern on the 
Atlantic Coast. The new plant has a trained 
crew for operations of gas mixing, vacuum 
pumps and control mechanisms. Its size 
and loading by tractor-drawn trailers re- 
duce handling to a minimum. The 77-foot 
chambers are of special steel construction, 
With approach drives and ramps of con- 
crete. The plant is readily ac@essible to 
the docks and storage areas of the ter- 
minal, and is directly adjacent to rail and 
truck loading facilities. With the new fu- 
migating plant the Ports Authority looks 
mainly for transit cargoes, which it is pre- 
pared to move aboard ships. The State 
Ports Authority, with its executive director. 
Colonel Richard S. Marr, is working on an 
overall plan which will include all foresee- 
able needs for the State Ports in the years 
to come.
